New  Capital  vs.  New  County. 

The  recent  lice  i»  the  State  House 
prompted  the  citizens  of  Newark  to  make 
an  effort  to  secure*  the  removal  of  the  C’api 
tal  from  Trenton  to  that  city.  With  com 
mendable  public  spirit  the  leading  men  of 
Newark  called  a  meeting  and  look  measures 
to  secure  the  doualiou  \f  a  building  site  on 
Clinton  Hill  and  a  liberal  subscription 
towards  the  cost  of  Lhe  new  buildings.  A 
bill  was  introduced  in  the  Assembly  to  ef 
feet  the  change  and  was  pushed  through 
the  early  stages  with  speed  and  without  in¬ 
jurious  amendments,  but  when  it  came  upon 
its  final  passage  it  (ailed  for  the  want  of  one 
vote,  that  of  Mr.  Hell,  of  Kssex. 

Just  what  induced  Mr.  Bell  to  oppose  a 
measure  which  was  favored  by  ail  his  col- 
leouues  from  Kssex  is  uncertain,  but  it  is 
charged  that  he  hoped  in  this  way  to  secure 
the  aid  of  South  Jersey  Senators  to  puss  the 
bill  creating  the  new  county  of  Carteret 
out  of  the  township  of  Kssex,  leaving  the 
city  of  Newark  u  county  by  itself. 

If  this  was  Mr.  Bell’s  plan  it  lias  failed  to 
accomplish  its  purpose,  for  the  Members 
of  the  A sssembly  from  Kssex,  angered  at 
his  defection,  at  once  proposed* un  i  secured 
the  passage  of  a  resolution  withdrawing  ’the 
New  County  Bill  from  the  Senate,  and  hav  i 
ing  thus  seoured  its  return  from  the  Senate, 
will  probably  kill  it  in  the  House. 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  greatly  to  be 
regretted,  lor  the  act  creating  the  county  oT 
Carteret  should  have  been  acted  upon  with 
out  becoming  complicated  with  the  qucslioif 
of  the  removal  of  the  Capital.
